Many of the fimpler forrwere re- Cape 
for feare of the wrath of God, and many more for frare of 
the wrath ofmen: For this cryingand running through the 
ſtreers, ended in ranſ{acking the beſthouſes, and laying vie- 
lent hands on the owners: Then many thathay hid before, 
came forth , and ruſbed intothe Market place ,. crying our, 
thatall that were not re-baptized muſt bee killed preſently , 
as Vngodly and Heathen; And ſeizing upon the'Towne- 
Houſc and the weapons therein; they began to-domineereas

The Evangetiqueron the other fide gathered itiemſelves in

But this compoſi.ion gave buttimeto the Anbepriftes to 
ſtrengthen their party,for Rotman and Bernard K mipperdoling, 
the molt ſtirring of that fation;ſentletters ro the townes of 
Oftihwmre, Weſel, Corſweldand Warendorp;of which the tenouc 
was, that God had ſent a holy Prophetto Munfer ; whe 
ſpake wonders, and ſhewed the right way'to Salvation: 
Thar if they would leave their houſes and come ro Manfter 
in all haſte, they ſhould ger ren times more than they lefe 
at home, and wich the ſpirituall wealth get all worldly 
riches, | 

Theſe faire promiſes drew all the skumme of the ncigh- 
bouring Towns to Menfter,the pooreſt and idleſt fort liking 
that Religion well, tharmaketh all men alike and all goods 
common, and puts down thoſe Lawes and Magiſtrates that 
refraincd theis licentioulnefſe, In a ſhore time the City 
was tull of ſtrangers and vagrants, that looked uponthe City 
asa Land of Promiſe, where they muſt make a new Plantati- 
on,and expulſe the Canaanites, At their comming the richeſt 
of the Town, being frighted, thought it their ſafeſt courſe, 
fairely and quietly ro give them place, and without :noiſe 
withdrew themſelves out of the City. 

The «Anabeptiſtes ſecing themſelves ſtrong , ran to Saint ' 
Mawrice Church and burnt ic with all che houtes abourir,pit 
laged all the Churches, defaced the Cathegrall, depopulz- 
ted the Cofents, and Colledges, and burnt a faire great Li»

And now the eAnabaptifies being Maiſters of the City, 
began to order their new State, for though they were ene- 
mics to all Superiority and Order; Yet neceffity and Na- 
ture it ſelfe forced them toeleRt ſome Superiours of their 
own; They madeewo Conſuls, X nipperduling and Kippen- 
brok, and twenty. two Senators or Aldermen, that had the 
Civill power : The Prophets were torule matters of Reli- 
gion, under which name they governed Chutfch and Com 
mon-wealth ; for all civill matters were brought within the 
compaſle of Religion and, Conſcience, and, whatſoever a 
Prophe: ſaid to be revealed nnto him, paſt for Law. 

The moſt famous of theſe Prophets was ſohn Matthias, a 
Baker of Harlem, who was.in effec a perpetuall Dictator in 
Munſter, that made Lawes and changed them after his plea- 
ſure : By him was the foreſaid order made ; His chicfe!ad- 
jun was ſoby of Leyden, and the next Bernard Knipperdulling: 
By a revelation of John Mathias, an order was made opon 
paine of death, that all the gold and- filver and moycable 
goods of the Townſhould be broughtro the common ſtock, 
tor which they appointed a publique houſe : | The order was 
obeyed, more tor feare than conſcience, for twomaids Pro. 
phcreſſes rooke apon them to find out the fraud, aud che ſe-

For three dzyestogetherthere was preaching concerning 
matrimony for the confirmation of that opinion ; Burthe 
beſt confirmation was his praiſe, for preſently he married; 
three wives, one of which was the reli ofthat grand Pro- 
pher ſohn Matthias , by whom ſhe was with child, and mar. 
riedagain and again, till hee had fifteen wives : Many fol- 
lowed his example,and itbegan to be a marter of great praiſe 
to multiply wives. L 
This feem- thto have been his firſt motive tobroachi hat 
doQrine ; A Souldicr of the Biſhop that had changed party, 
and was harboured where lob of Leides lay, obſerved inthe 
night that this holy Prophet left his bed and went ro the 
maids bed : 1ohn of Leyden ſeeing himſelfe diſcovered, in the 
morning called the Souldier aſide, and gave him gold, deſi- 
ring him to keep his counſel: But afrer m truſting the SouF- 
diers tongu-, he thoughtit ſafer ro countenance the aRby a 
. publique dorine. tf br 
This doQtrine then was readily embraced by thoſe whoſe 
ae aad temper was ap: eft to conſult —— ;* 
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None refraining himſelfe ffomi multiplication of wives for 
want or covetouſneſle , f ir wives were kept upon the 
commonſtock, Neither did they keepany face of order or 
any ſhew of modeſty inthoſe marriages, for preſently after 
the receiving ofthat Law, the brethren ran to the hanſomeN# 
women of the City, ſtriving who ſhould be ſerved firſt, and 
lay with them without any forme of contra, ſo that within 
few dayes there was not one woman of 14 yeares of age” but 
was violated. 

But choſe ofthe City that had yer ſome remnant of ſound 
mind,being extreamely grieved withthis diſorder,and groa- 
ning under that foule tyranny, made a party and Jayd hold of 
lohn of Leyden 1nd K nipperdulling and all the Prophets, which 
comming tothe cares of the frantike rabble ofpeople,which 
made the greateſt number, they rooke armes and reſcned the 
Prophets and kijled fifty of their adverſiries, moſt ofthem 
in cold bloud and with ſeverall kinds of deviſed cruelties, 
Tohn of Leyden encouraging the murtherers, and crying, that 
hethat would do.God fervice,ſhould give the firſt blow.

that all his Majeſties loving >ubjc&s may take nctice of theſe par- 
ticulars. 

We know no occafion given - by us which might move his Maje» 
fy to tell us that in our declaration preſcneed at Newmarket, there 
were ſome expreſſions different from the uſuall Linguage to Princes. 

Neither did we tell his Maiefty cicher in words or in effe&, chat if 
hedid not j»yne with us inan AR which his Maieſty conceived mighe 
prove prejudiciall, and dangerons to himſelfe , and the whole king« 
dome,we would make a Law without him , and impoſe it upon the 
people. T hat which we defired, was, that in regard ofthe imminent 
danger of the Kingdome , the Milida , for the ſecurity of his Mijeity:

fiichull perſons, as chey had all cauſero conftidein, and ſuch was-the

In which ſervice, by 
reaſon of my imployment under his Lordſhip in the 
yeare 1635. [n deepning wisheach River, I diſcovered 
a ſtony bottome , upon which there was found lying 
at ſeverall diſtances ſeven boates, which for many 
yeares had laine buried eight foor under the bottome 
of the River, as it was before the late Earles unJerta- 
k ng. Andir is very likely, that when Thorne four 
ſhed, Neenedid run as deepeas that bortome. 

After this diſcovery, itwas intended by the late . 
Earle that the River Neene ſhould have been evlarged 
and deepned from «beach to Stanground (by the traft 
of Mourton Leame). as now it is from wwbeach to 
Guyberne, And1 am very confident that if Neene were 
made a hundred foot broad, and ſo deepe as it is in 
wWicbeach Towne, from wicbeach to Stanground, Ther. 
ney Fens'in a few yeares would be as fruitfull and rich 
as ever they were in Aalmesburies time, whoſe tory is, 


That they repreſented « very P aradiſe, for that in pleaſure 
and delight,tt reſembled Heaven it ſelfe,jn the very Mart- 
ſhes bearing trees, that for their Fraight tallneſ[eand the

This great Levell of Low-Lands, whereof Thorney 
is a part,is almoſt compaſled about with high Lands, 
and lyerh betwixt the high Lands and the Sea, The 
ſuperficies thereot being generally as high as the ſu- 
perficies of the Sea in ordinary Tides, commonly cal- 
led Neape Tides z But foureor five foot lower than 
the ſuperficies of the Sea, when the Sea is at the high- 
eſt, which is in the Spring Tides, whereof ſome doe 
very much exceed others, being ruled by the windes: 
Such Tides doe happen twenty or thirty dayes in the 
courſe of a yeare ; RAS more than the moſt, 
and ſome yeares lefle than the leaſt, as the ſtorm 
windes doe force the Spring Tides into the Bay,whicl 
is betwixt Burnbam in Norfolk , and #intborp in Lith- 
colnſbrre , whereby itis apparant that the Rivers which 
are inthe Fens cannot empty themſelves into the Sea, 
but at ſach times as the Sea floods are ,reruroed. out 
ofthe Rivers to. the place from whence: they cames 
By reaſon whereof the Fens arc often drowned, two, 
three, or foure foot deepe, according as the figgds 
are greateror lefle, DP _—_ 

Betwixt the Fens and the Seca there ismehpand 
Land that is improved. and defendedby ſubfiagiial 
Bankes made of Clay and uy , which doc Prngs

them frombeing drowned by the Sea on rhe one fide, 
and the high land waters on the other ; The common 
Fens being atthe leaſt five foor higher than ſome of 
thoſe latids ; ſo rhat the Sea commetrh not neare the 
Fens by ſrt miles, or thereabours. 

The freſh water Rivers which doe paſſe ch 
this Levell, are principally Owſe and Neenxe: the reft 
are but branches that doe fall into Oxſeat their feverall 
diſtances. 

The neereſt way that part of the River One 
doth run from the high land to the Sca, is thiry 
fix miles , but the greateſt part of it runneth fifty ſix 
miles, or thereabouts. 

The River Neexe ranneth throngh this Levelſhe- 
fore it falleth into the Sea, twenty miles, or there- 
abouts., So much for the ſcituation and condition 
of the Fens. 


Thereaſons why the Fens are drowned, are 
principally ſx, 


| Sh becauſe the ſuperficies of the Fens lyeth low- 
er than the fuperficies of the Sea, when the Spring 
Tides are atthe higheſt. 

Sec , becauſe rhe high land floods nauſt of ie- 
ecflity paſle t h chat great Levell of low 
—__ little deſcenr to enforce 2 ſtteatne ſrom the 
High Lands tothe Sea, bur at fuch times as the Sea 
floods by retiring themſelves doe leave the Rivers 
empty, _—_ many times is not above eight houres in 


* Athits reaſod is, the Rivers rhio6gh which the 
Land waters ſhould paſſe are not large enough to- 
convey 
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convey themrothe Sea , vor arethey armedwich ſuf- 
ficient banks co keepe the Sea and-Land foods from 
dilatingrhemſclves over the face ofthe whole Levell, 
and it 15 a hard queſtion, whether the Sea or the Land 
foods are the moſt potent encmiesto the Feansz bug 
this is moſt certaine, that when the Sca floods and 
the Land floods meet, as they often times doe, halfe 
way betwixt the bigh Landsand the Sea, in that very 
place likerwO powerfull enimies joyninginone, they 
doe over-run the Levell, and drowne it from one <td 
unto the other, 

A fourth reaſon why the Fenns are drowned, is oc- 
calioned by the Sea floods, the violence whereof ma- 
keth ſo loud a noiſe at the firſt comming into the 
River Owſe, that its oft times heard by thoſe chat are 
two milesfrom it ; and afrerthe eager is paſt,for the 
ſpace of foure koures there followeth a mighty flood 
ſtreamethat runneth into the Country neere forty 
miles ; which waters returning more flowly , muſt of 
neceſſity have more time to empty themſelves then 
was ſpent in receiving them ; forthoſe waters which 
the Sea forces into the Rivers, muſt all returne befote 
the high Country waters can poſſibly be admitted to 
paſſe. The diſadvantage is vetyplaioe, the bigh-Laad 
waters comming from betwixt the hills are continu- 
ally running into the Fens, and the Sea floods arecon- 
tinuglly interrupting and repelling them where they 
ſhould paſſe out of the Fens into the Sea, andwill nor 
ſuffer them to run above foure houres in twelve: which 
is one chiefe cauſe wby the Fens neaze Eh are ſo often 
drowned, : 

A fifth reaſon is the ill diſpoſition of the Sea jn 
thoſe parts , which being cole by ſtormy —_ 
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doe carry fach abundance of Silt or Sand into the 
Rivers in the Sommer ſeaſon, that for want of a fre 
water ſtreame to waſh them back into the Sea, the 
Rivers are choked and loſt z which Silt or Sands ſoon 
after the Spring Tides are paſt doe lic dry, and pre- 
ſently gaine a firmeneſle, fo that menandhorſes tra- 
vell upon them ; and in the beginning of Winter 
they doe much hinder the ſtreame of the high land 
waters as they prſle to the, Sea ,- untill By many land 
floods they are removedand waſhed into the Sea from 
whence they came 4 burt'it is ſo long defore that can 
be cffeed, in regard the high Land floods compared 
with the Sea floods , are very weake, that when itis 
done ir istoo late for rhe Country, being ſeldome 
wrought before the end of Winter : The dryer the 
Sommer is, the more the Rivers are filled and choked 
with Sil: and Sand againſt Winter g andirt is com- 
monly ſeen, that after much drought there fallerh 
much Raine, which oftentimes occafioneth the grea- 
teſt Inundations. 

The fixt and Jaſt reaſon why the Fens are often 
drowned, is becauſe there is no Land Eayes tore- 
ccive the ſurpluſſage of the waters which proceed 
from Raine and Snow falling upon the high Lands 
adjacent tO the Fens, and to carry them 1ato thoſe 
Rivers or Draines which are next unto them. 


Now IT have briefly ſhownethe true cauſes why and how the 
great Levell of Fexs are drowned, Iwill particularh 
declare what works muſt be made to draine and preſerve 
thoſe low Lands from Inunaation , ſo that the greateſt 
part of them may be male Culturable grounds,. 


O remove the firſt and ſecond cauſes of Inunda- 
, ©: tion, there muſt be a.deſcent gained from the bigh 
| Lands 
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Lands to the Sea , which is a work of a double conſe- 
quence, end indeed it is one of the greateſt works 
which is to be cffeted, The waters-inthe Fens may 
be firly compared to the beame of a paire of Skales = 
when i hangerh\'Levell, which being raiſedatone end - 
doth at the ſame inſtant ſertle as much at the other; 
Such a contrivernent muſt be made of rhe fal that is to 
be gained betwixt the high Lands and the Sea; the one 
halie muſt be gained-by raiſing the waters nextthe 
high Lands by Banks ofa convenietmheigrb; and by 
ſetling of the waters inthar part ofthe Rivers that is 
next unto the Sea, which latter work muſt be wrougr 
by mending- and enlarging - of the old/ Rivers and 
Draines where they are crooked, andwhere they are 
t0O narrow, or too ſhallow, andby placing of Shuces 
to repell the Sea floods, 

Tſo remove the third impediment, it is neceflary 
that every R ver and Rivoler ſhould be eolargettrofuch 
a breadth and deprhas may convey the greateſt Win- 
ter floods the neareſt way from the high Lang tothe 
Sea, and oneither fide of them to have a continued 
Bank able to keepe the high Land waters from ſprea- 
ding over the ſaperficies of the Fensz the Rivers w_ 
ſo perſeted, there muſt bee many Draines opene 
which are now loſt, and ſome new made for the lead» 
ing of the waters to the rext adjacent River, There 
muſtbe alſo many diviſion Dikes which will lead the 
Raine waters ihto the neighbouring Draines. The 
particulars will in this place take up too much time, 
I will therefore leave themtothe Deſigne it ſelfe. 

There muſt be a large Sluce placed upon the out- 
fall of Owſe that may be able to repell the Sea-floods, 


and keep up the high Land —_—_ in dry nn" 
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vf which kinde there is already one the River 
Neene, built by the late Earle of Bedford: at which 
time had Neene beene enlarged to a ſufficient bredth 
and depth, from the Sluce to Peterborough, and the 
Banks continued and maintained on both fides 
the {ame hbeigth that the: Southſide Banks were unee 
made, having a Safle placed at S:auground, as was in- 
tended, to keep all Neene to #15beach, the petty 
draines and diviſion-dikes being alſo made, That fide 
of the Fenns will be perfealy drained ; but as it is, 
there is but a part of that work perteAed, The my- 
king of Sluces is very chargeable , and ſo difficult, 
that every Bank-maker doth not uaderſtand bow'to 
place them nor make them ; but the advantage which 
they bring, being well builr, cureth the fourth and 
fifth inconvenience, and indeed is very materiall to 
the perfe& draining of the Fenns. 

The laſt work is a great work, avd will coſt much 
money : It is the making of ſo many Land Eayes as 
mayreceive the ſurpluſlage of the waters which doe 
fall upon the high Lands that are next the Fenns, and 
convey them to the next River, rivoler, or draine, fo 
that they may not offend the neighbouring Fenns. 


Having acquainted you with the ſcituation and condj- 
tron of the great Levell, and briefely declared bow they 
may be preſerved from Inandation, I am humbly bold 
10 preſent my deſigne wnto this Honourable Count , 
therein expreſsing every particular work, together with

ſuch a mg firength ; and divers other things of that nature, contai- 
ned in his letter ro the Queens Majefty, and to Sir Lewss Dive: , a per- 
ſon that had not the leatt part in this late buſineſle of Hull ; and was 
preſcatly diſpatcht away into Holland, ſoore after his Majeſtics returne 
from Hull, for what purpoſe we leavethe world to judge. 

Lpon the refufall of Sir Fobn Hothamsto admit bis Majeſty into Hull, 
preſently without any due proceſſe of law, before his Majcity had fens 
up the narration of bisfact to the Parliament, he was proclaimed T rai» 
tour ; and yet it is ſaid, that therein there was no violation of the Sub- 
jeRs right, oor any breachof the law, nor of the priviledge of Parlia- 
ment ; though Sir /ohn Hothams be « member of the Hoaſe of Commons: 
and that bis Majeſty muſt have better reafon than bare Votes to be» 
leevethecontrary. Alkhough the Vores of the Lords and Commons in 
Parliament, being che great Councell of the Kingdome, are the reaſon 
of the King and of the Kingdome, yet thee Votes doe not want cleere 
and apparent reaſon for them :For if the ſolemae proclaiming a man a 
Traicour fignifie any thing, it puts a man, and all thoſe that any way 
aide, aſſt, or adhere vnco him, into the ſame condition of Traitours, 
and drawes upon him all theconſequences of Treaſon; and if chis may 
be done by law, without due procefſe of law, the SubjeR hath a very 
poore defence of the law, and a very ſmall, if any proportion of liberty 
thereby : and ir is as little farisfaction to a manthat ſhall be expoſed to 
ſuch penalties, by that declaration of him to be a Traiteur , to fay bee 
ſhall have 2 legall eryallafterwards, as it is to condemne a man firit 
and cry him —— : And if there can be a.necefſicy for any ſuch 
proclaiming a man a Traitour without due procefle of law, yerthere 
was none in this caſe : For his Majeſty might have as well expected the 
Juſtice of the Parliament ( which was the right way) as he had leiſure 
to ſend to them to demand Juſtice againſt Sir /obn HHorham. And the 
breach of priviledge of Parliament is as cleere in this caſe as the ſubyer- 
fon of the Subjects common right : For though the priviledges of Par- 
liament do dot extend to cales - ——— in ——

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Treaſon; Felony, and brexchof the Peace, ſo as toexempt theiMembery 
of Parliament from puniſhment, nor from all manner of Proceſſe and 
triall, as it dothin othercaſes, yer ir doth priviledge them in the way 
and method -6f cheirxryalband puniſhment, and that the Parliamens 
ſhould have the caviſe firſt brought before them, that they-may judpe of 
thefa&, and of the grounds of the accuſation, and howfatre foreh ths 
manner ofcheir trial l niay concern or not concern the priviledge of Par« 
liament: otherwiſe it would be in-the power not onely of his Majeſty, 
bur of every private man , under pretenſions of Treaſons, or thoſe 
other crimes, to take any man from his ſervice in Parliament ; and 
ſo as many -ene after another as hee pleaſerh» , and" conſequently 
to make a Parliament what he will, when he will ; which would be& z 
breach of ſocfſentiall-a Priviledge of Parliament,as that the very being 
thereofdepends epomrit: and thetefote wee no wayes doubt, butevery 
onethat hathtaken the Proceſtarion, will according to his folemne yow 
and Oath, defend it with his life and fortunes. Neither doth the ficrin 
ofa Parliament ſuſpend all or any Law,in maintaining that Law which 
upholds the Priviledge of Parliament, which upholds the Parliameng, 
which upholds the Kingdom : And weare ſo far from believing thathis 
Majelyis the only Perſon againſt whom treaſon cannot be committed, 
that in ſome ſenſe we acknowledge he isthe only Perfon againfi whonr 
it can be committed ; that is, as hee is King, and that treafon which is 
vgalnſt the Kingdome is more againſt the King, -than that which is 
again{this Perſon, becauſe hee is King : For that very Treaſon is'not 
Treaſon as it is againſt him as a man, but as a man that is'a King ; and 
as hee hath relation to the Kingdome, and tands as a Perſon intrukted 
with the Kmgdome, and diſcharging that truſt.

For the Order of Afiſtance to the Committees of both Houſes ;

SubjeAs wil yeeld obedienceto his Majeſties Authoricy fignifiedtherein 
by boch Houſes of Parliament 2: And that all men may the berter know 
chcir duty in matcers of that nature,andupon how ſure a ground they go 
that follow the judgement of Parliament for their guide; we wiſh them 
j«diciouſly ro conſider the true meaning and ground of that Starute 
made in theeleventh yeare of Hen,y.cap.

geance : If chis had been all, it had beene a very needleſte and ridi- 
culous Stature: Wasitthen intended /as they ſeeme to take the mexc 
ning of it to be, that cauſed ito be printed after his Majeſties Meſtage, ) 
thatthey ſhould bee free from all crime and penalty that follew the 
King and ſerve himin Warre in any caſe whatſoever ; whether it were 
for or againſt the Kingdome , and the Lawes thereof ? that 'Tannor 
bee, for that could not Rand with the duty of their Allegeance;whict 
inthe beginning of this Statute isexpreſſed ro bee, to ſerve the King for 
the time beiog in his Warres, for the deferce of Him and the Eand; and 
therefore if it beegaink the Land, ( as it cannot bee underſtood ro be 
» etherwiſe if it be againſtthe ON IF repreſemtativebody of the 
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Kingdome;) It is a declining from the duty of Allegeance;, which this 
Searute ſuppoſeth may be done , though men ſhow follow che Kings 
Perſon in the Warre : Otherwiſe there had been no need of ſuch a pro. 
viſo in the end of this Statuce, that none ſhould rake benefit thereby 
that ſhould decline from their Al nce. That therefore which isthe 
principle Verbe in this Statute, is the ſerving of the King for the time be- 
ing ; which cannot be mean of a Perkin Werbeck,, or any that ſhould 
call himſelfe King ; but ſuch a one as what ever his Title might prove, 
either in himſclfe or in bis Anceſtors , ſhould be received and acknow- 
ledged for ſuch by the Kingdome ; the conſent whereof cannot be dib 
cerned but by Parliament ; the AR whereof is the Act of the whole 
Kingdome by the pet ſonall ſuffrage of the Peeres ,and the delegate con- 
ſent of all the Commons of England: And Hen.7. a wiſe King,confide- 
ring that what was the Caſcof &, 3. his Predecefſor , might by chance 
of Battell be his @wne, and that he might at once by ſuch a Statute 
as this, fatisfhe ſuch as had ſerved his Predecefſor in his Warres; and 
alſo ſecure thoſe that ſhould ſerve him , who might otherwile fearero 
ſerve him in the Warres , leſt by chance of Battell chat might happen 
cohimalſo ( if a Duke of York had ſetupa Title againſt him) which 
had happened to his Predeceſſor : he procured this Statute to bee made, 
that no man ſhould bee accounted a Traytor for ſerving 'the King in 
his Warres for the time being; that is , which was for the preſent al- 
lowed and received by the Parliament in behalfe of the Kingdome; 
and as it is truly ſuggeſted in the Preambleof the Statute. it is not 
agreeable to reaſon or conſcience that it ſhould be otherwiſe, ſeeing men 
ſhould be put upon an impoſlibility of knowing their duty,if the judg* 
ment of the Higheſt Court ſhould not be a Rule and guidero them : 
and if the judgement thereof ſhould be followed , where the queftion is 
who is King?

world are calledGods, Pal. $2. 6. Fo. 10, 34, 35. But 
here we treat of God properly ſo called,

Gods vertue in reſpe& of underſtanding,is his fore- 
knowledge ; whatſoever js, or commeth to paſſe in 
time, be it good orevill, with all the effefts and «- 
vents of ations, God foreknew before all eternity, 
for all things are of God, and his ordering; and hee 
being infinite, his unde:itanding admitteth no di- 
ſtin&tion of time : he hath all objefts alwayes preſent: 
Gods knowledge is certaine, and infallible, ſo as itis 
not poſſible things ſhould fall out otherwiſe, than he 
knew ; for hee hath his knowledge trom hinfelte,not 
from-the creatures. Gods fore-knowledge impoſeth 
no neceſſity upon the events. 

Gods vertues in reſpe&t of his will are bounty, and 
juſtice: Bounty is that, by which out of love, God 
procureth to every creature the good thereof, and iz 
is common, and particular : common bounty is to- 
wards all creatures, even ſuch as offend him, direfting 
them to their natural! good , and ſuſtaining them 
therein, ſo long as juſtice ſuffereth, Lak, 6. 36. God 
cannot hate his creatures, as his workes, for ſo they 
no dre of God, the firit cauſe: and none 
can hate himſelfe, or his ſimilicude, for a {imilicude is 
ſomething of himſelfe. Gods bounty to his creatures 
preſuppoleth not any debt or duty, which implyeth 
im ion;and if God were bound to his creatures, 
he thould depend on them, and br imperfeRt, 

Gods bounty, which is infinite, giveth creatures 
good things, of nat+ire, of foule, and body, and of 
outward things. 


Such is Gods bounty, as the creatures ſuffer no &- 


vill, unlefſe Gods juſtice require it, or a greater 
pn it; of this vertue is called patient , and 
— 


Particular, or ſpeciallbounty,is that whereby God 
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loved ſome' men (in Chritt)fallen into ſinne,and fur- 
thereth them to eternall ſalvation. Gods ipeciall 
bounty, is the firit beginning, both of (ſalvation, and 
of themeanes thereto. T his bounty is no inherene 
quality in us,but wee are the objzQ of it, it is a grace 
making us gratefull, not fnnding us fo. 

Gods Jultice is a vertue by which he exccuteth his , G,g, Jus 
love to reaſonable creatures, giving rewards to the 0- ſtice. 
bedient, and puniſhment to the obitinate, Gen 18, 24. 

Gods. Jultice iseſſentiall and unchangeable, as hee 
cannot of his bounty forgive the creatures puniſh- 
ment,unleſſe his juſtice be ſatisfied. 

Gods vertue in reſpe&t ot his underitanding, and 5 Truth, 
will together, is truth, or veracity, whereby he ſo ma- 
niteiteth himſelfe to the reaſonable creature, both by 
words, (ignes, and workes, as indeed hee is, Rev. 

13. 3, 
God hath in himſelt the patterne of all trae things, 
io that whatſoever in the creature is true, is ſo - 
cauſe of thedirit truth in the mind of God. 
Truth in God is elfentiall, and fo unchangeable; r,,, ;.,. 
but truth in man is contingent,and ſo changeable. 
Secing Gods truth is effenciall, his teſtimony muſt 
needs be authenticke. Hither of Gods vertue, now 
follow their a&ts, that is, the exerciſe & the applicati- 
ons of theſe vertues,to the manifeitation of his glory.

The creation of the world was diltinguiſhed by the 
ſpace of (ixe dayes, in reſpe& of theeffe&s, and whole 
world created ,*and for our better capacity. And for 
as much as God is above all time, and of infinite po- 
wer, it is to be thought hee created every ching parti-

In the firſt day were created the heavens, and the 
earth, and matter mixt togerher, and light, Gez.1.1,2. 
Angels, F- b.38.7. minerals, and prerious ſtones, 

In the ſecond day was the out-{pread firmament, 
or heaven, the diviſion of waters above from the wa- 

ters beneath, Ger. 1, 6,7,8.

Creation is of two ſorts, 
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clouds of Heaven, Dan, 7.13, and, T he fowles of Heaven, 
P/al.88. 2 The higher place, wherein are ſet, the 
Sunne, Moone, and Starres, Gen.1.17, 3 The higheft 
heavens, where Gods glory is molt manifeſt, and the 
Angels attend upon his Majelty, Afaz. 6. 9. hereupon 
Pax! mentioneth the third heaven, 2 Cor, 11.2.

In the lixt day was atwofold worke; firft, beaſts of 6 Day. 
all forts : ſecondly men, Gem. 1.24,25,26. 

Man,as touching his body,was made of the dult of 
the carth, to admonith him co humiliation; his ſoule 
was imbreathed of God. The woman,as touching her 
body,was made of Adams ribbe, to admoniſh man 
and wife of their conjun&ion, her ſoule being alſo 
imbreathed. 

Man, beſides naturall gifts, had alſo ſuperiority, Mar. 
and carrieth Gods Image,whereot more hereafter. 

This whole creation God hath ſo compatt 
together, as that it is one world, environed about 


with the heavens; neither have weeground in Gods

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Word, nor in reaſon to thinke, there are more 
Worlds than this one. 

The world is knit together by the ſevera!l parts: 
the heavens to the fire, the fire to the aire, aireto the

The figure of the world is round. 

The perfe&ion of the world conlilteth in the parts, 
and degrees; perfe&ion of parts is ſuch, as God luthci- 
ently furnitheth the world with variety of creatures 
for his glory: perfe&tion of degrees is ſuch, as that 
all creatures have ſuch torce and vertue, as may ſerve 
tc Gods glory, conſervation of the world, and uſe 
of man, 

The beauty of the world is the wondertull proper- 
tie, ſhape a. which appeareth in all things, 
the perpetuall ſucceſhon of things by generation, 
that plants, and living things dying, are yet con- 
tinaed. 

The cauſes of creating the world were; firſt, his 
love towards us : Secondly, the ſhewing forth of his 
glory : Thirdly, the fulfilling of his decree.

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The tree of knowledge of good and evill, was for- 
bidden man to cate, upon the paine of aſſured death, 
by cating whereof man ſhould know the ditference 
berweene evill and Good, and how heavie a thing is 
was © diſobey the Commandements of God. 

The tree of life was a Sacramentall tree, confir- 
ming, and aiJuring man of Gods grace, favour, and 
conſervation in lite for ever,Gen.2,g. Rev, 2.7. 

In all likelihood, this Garden of Paradiſe, which 
is now no Where to be found, was defaced by Noabs 
flood, untill which time it was kept, and warded by 
Cherubins, that men may ſecke the paradiſe which is 
inthe highelt heavens, Ger.3. 24. 2 Cor. 12. 4. Luk. 

23.43, 

In the Paradiſe man was imployed, firt to ſerve God 
his Creator,%& procure his owne eternall bliſk,where- G-n.2.15,17- 
unto hee was fitted with freedome of will for perfe& 
obedience, according to the tenor ofthe covenant of 
workes. Secondly, to drefle,and till the garden. 

This covenant of workes graven in mans heart, as 
may be gathered by Gem, 3. 5, & 4.6. Rev. 2. 14. 16. 
was ſealed with two Sacramentall trees ; the firſt the 
tre of life, aſſuring life and glory if hee obeyed : the 
ſecond of knowledge, alluring death if hee tranſgrel-

Stritly, and properly, the Church is the company 
of them whom the Father hath choſen to life, given 
to the Sonne to redecme,ſanCitying them by the Spi- 
rit, and uniting them together among themſelves, by 
the bond of faith and love. 

The Church is conlidered generally, and particu- 
larly: generally,as it comprehendeth all Gods family 
in heaven and earth, Eph. 3. 15. and brotherhood of 
all Chriitians, 1 Pet, 5.9, commonly called the Ca» 
tholicke Church. 

Particularly, when companies of Chriſtiansare u- 
nited, and compat dlnchar , in particular places, 
townes, or cities, as Rom. 1.1 Cor,1, Rev. 2. & 3.chap. 

HichertoT have ſpokenof rwo meanes of our ſalva- 
tion, and remedies of our mileries, namely of cleion 
and'redemption.

26, Our workes being imperfeR have no proportion 
to the juſtice of God, neither arethey ours,burGods 
due unto him, andproceeding from him: now thar 
which is not-ours originally, or by poſſeſſion, but is 
wholly owing unto another, by it we can merit no-

The principall inward cauſe of our juſtification is 

both, 1 an effeCtuall calling, 2 the imputation of

The effeQuall calling is the more remote cauſe af 
our juſtification, when God by his Spirit effeftually 
moyeth the heart, the underſtanding, will, and affe+ 
ions,to, the m—_ of our ownemilſcries, 
to ſeeke deliverance, to belceve the promiſe, or 
grace.

Three ſorts of feare were in Adam, and are yet in 
the world : x The fearewhich he had in his integrity, 
whicttis yet in the Angels. 2 Thefteare which he had 
being falne into finne, which is yet in devils,and wic- 
ked men. 3 The feare which he had when hee was tc- 
generated, by the promile and grace ot Chriit,which 
is yet in all Saints. 

1 Theſtearewbich he had in his integrity,is where- 
by he eſchewed finne, and the puniſhment of linne, 
but without ſorrow, becauſe hee was without linne, 
and tree from puniſhment. 

2 His feare, when hee was falne trom God, was 
whereby he was afraid of puniſhment, but wicthour 
faith, or deſire of leaving 11nne, and (o fleeing trom 
God, 

3 His feare when he was regenerate, was whereby 
he acknowledging his finne, and Gods wrath for it, 
be was very ſorrowfull for his ſinne, committed to 
the offence of God, and feared to finne any more, ha- 
ving a care,& delire toeſchew all evill,becauſe he knew 
& tele Gods mercy towards him in Chriſt, Prov. 14.17.

he is feared in reſpe& of his power, and juſtice, as 4 Mal. 1, 6.
